BOUTELL WINS IN THE SIXTH 


President McKinley carried Cook County 
at Tuesday's election by 17,835 votes. At 
the same time Samuel Alschuler, the Demo- 


cratic candidate for Governor of Illinois, se- 


cured a plurality in the county of 5,064 over 
Richard Yates. | 

For county offices Charles 8. Deneen, the 
Republican candidate for State’s Attorney, 
was elected by a plurality of 25,649, and 
Fred W. Upham was chosen as member of 
the County Board of Review by 24,253. On 
the other hand, George Berz, the party nom- 
inee for Coroner, was beaten by J. E. 
Traeger by a small majority. 


Hanberg ‘Beats Organ. 

For the County board the Republicans 
elected seven of the ten members from the 
city and these with five Republican members 
from the country districts constitute a ma- 
jority of the board. John J. Hanberg, Re- 


‘publican candidate for President of the 


board, was elected, ‘however, above the vote 
of his opponent, R. B. Organ. Mr. Organ, 
however, will be a member of the new board 
with 6,000 votes to spare. 

Recorder Simon had 1,584 votes to spare, 
and Charlies 8. Cutting was chosen as Pro- 
bate Judge by 16,639 plurality. 


* Lloyd Smith Beaten. 

In the contest for Drainage Trustees the 
Democrats won the battle and elected all 
five of their candidates, including Alexander 
J. Jones, whom the Democratic local ma- 
chine had ordered slaughtered. The Demo- 
crats had designated Lloyd J. Smith as the 
beneficiary of the votes supposed to be under 
its control. This; however, failed to run 
Smith to the top of the Republican poll as 
was expected, and he fell 7,913,behind the 
next highest man on his ticket.

The feature of yesterday's inquiry into the 
votes cast on Tuesday was the discovery that 
Congressman Boutell had been reélected in 
the Sixth District in spite of the fact that 
Bryan had carried his bailiwick by something 
over 800 votes. In the absence of definite 
information regarding the vote cast for Con- 
gressmen it was taken for granted that the 
party which had carried a Congressional dis- 
trict for its Presidential candidate had elect- 
ed the Congressman also. This proved true 
not only of Congressman Lorimer's district 
but of all the others in Chicago except the 
Sixth. Here, however, Congressman Boutell 


ran ahead of President McKinley, and not 


only overcame the Bryan plurality of 874 but 
rolled up one of 599 for himself. |

In the legislative districts the Republicans 
lost a member of the Lower House of the 
General Assembly from Cook County in a dis- 
trict, the Twenty-third, which has always 
been relied on to return two, and thereby 
gave the Democrats a majority of one in the 
delegation from Cook County. This was the 
result of the friends of Erickson in the Twen- 
ty-third plumping so strongly for him that 
they gave him many more votes than he 
needed for election, and Kelly and Sullivan, 
the Democratic candidates, running evenly, 
both slipped in ahead of Larry Kilcourse, 
the other Republican on the ticket.

Prominent Men Believe the Party Must 
‘Abandon Silver and Other Populist 
Issues and Reorganise Along Lines

David B. Hill Prominently Men-

Leaders of the Democracy throughout the 
country express belief that the second bat+ 
tie should be the last; that Bryan has proved 
a bad experiment; that the party must turn 
about face, abandon free silver and anti- 
imperialism as issues, and seek a new leader. 

These views were expressed yesterday by 
many of the editors of Democratic newspa- 
pers and prominent politicians in response 
to a request from Tun Trisuns for their 


ideas on the signal defeat of the Democracy 


on Tuesday, and the most effective means of 
rehabilitating the Democratic party. 

Some use names—and the majority of those 
who do suggest David B. Hill as the most 
available Moses to lead the Democrats out of 


the political wilderness. Many agree that | 


the next candidate must come either from 
Illinois or New York. 


There are no unkind cuts at Bryan. Most 


of the leaders presuppose that no effort will 
be made to renominate the Nebraskan. They 
praise him for his desperate work for the 
party, but consider him politically impos- 
sible in the future. 


'WATTERSON SAYS SILVER IS DEAD. 
HENRY WATTERSON, Louisville, Ky., 
editor of the Courier-Journal: With the 
elimination of the money issue there ought 
to be no further factional division among the 


Democrats. If free silver was not dead be- 


fore, assuredly it is dead now beyond the 
hope of resurrection and redemption, having 
done harm enough to discard it forever, even 
among its most zealous adherents. 

There will continue to be two great op- 
posing political organizations. Defeated 
today, the Democrats may win tomorrow. 
They will find issues arising out of the na- 
ture of public affairs and evolved by the 
course of events. Leaders suited to these 
will in good time and season arrive upon the 


scene. 

It is too early to particularize—sufiice it 
to say that there will always be a party of 
strict construction as against a party of loose 
construction, and that, readjusted to the 
more conservative requirements of the coun- 
try, the Democratic party will reappear as 
the contending force in the public life of the 
people. This is not its first or its greatest 
defeat. It will live to give the Republicans 
a great deal of trouble, and, ii may be, to ren- 
der invaluable service to the interests that 
now reject it.“ 


LOOKS TO GROVER CLEVELAND. 

P. F. McCLURE, Pierre, S. D., former Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Governor: Cleveland 
would be the best man to lead the reorganiza- 
tion of Democracy, but I fear his decided 
currency views would keep back a large 
following. I think it will need an Eastern 
man who has a record as an old-time party 
leader. ‘The task will be a difficult one, as 
so many of the Democrats have been led te 
Populistic ideas by Bryan, and 
is practically eliminated in many are 
States.“ 

SAYS BRYAN IS STILL YOUNG. 

Ss. E. MORSS, Indiahapolis, Ind., ex-Con- 
sul General to Paris, editor of the Demo- 
cratic party organ—I don’t know that Mr. 
Bryan’s fslends will ask that he be renom- 
inated four years from now, and I doubt if 
they will. While Mr. Bryan may not be a 
candidate in 1904, he is still a young man, and 
may be elected President before he dies.

MENTIONS GORMAN AND HILL.

HOKE SMITH WANTS SOUND MONEY 

HOKE SMITH, Atlanta, Ga., Cleveland's 
Secretary of the Interior—I think it un- 
wise for Democrats to undertake this early 
to suggest who should be their candidate in 
1904. I can only say he should be a loyal 
Democrat, thoroughly in favor of sound 
money—a man of recognized ability, and yet 
free from factional opposition. We must re- 
deem New York, New Jersey, and Connecti- 
cut, and we must carry all the Southern 
States and carry Indiana. With the right 
candidate, on a sound, conservative plat- 
form, Illinois, Wisconsin, California, and 
Washington should also all go Democratic. 


MUST OPPOSE CHICAGO PLATFORM 

FRANK H. RICHARDSON, Atlanta, Ga., 
editor of the Journal—The question as to 
whom the Democratic party will choose 
as its leader four years hence, or should 
choose, is premature. I think it is safe to 
predict that the Democratic candidate for

LECTURES ON THE BOER WAR. 


P. Louter Wessells, Former Officer in 
Transvaal Army, Denounces Tactics 
of English as Unmilitary. 


P. Louter Wessels, a former officer in the 
Boer army and a brother to one of the Boer 
envoys to this country, addressed an audi- 
ence at Hull House last evening on the war 
in south Africa and the present condition of 
his countrymen. Mr. Wessels asserted that 
the Boer cause is far from hopeless, and that 
it is in as favorable a condition as three 
months ago. 

After depicting the daily life and habits of 
the inhabitants of the countries, whose in- 
telligence, Mr. Wessels said, compared favor- 
ably with that of the small farmers he had 
met in this country, and reciting the causes 
that had led to the war, the speaker de- 
nounced the English for what he termed the 
re and unmilitary tactics of their sol- 

ers. 

An appeal was made to his auditors to 
form organizations and assist the little army, 
the refugees, and the homeless with sym- 
pathy and financial aid. An effort will be 
made to secure thousands of signatures to 
petitions that will be presented to Congress, 
asking the intervention of the American na- 
tion, and to show the foreign nations that 
the people of this country are not in sym- 
pathy with England in the struggle. A tem- 
porary organization was formed with Miss 
Julia Lathrop as chairman and Dr. Cornelia 
N. De Bey as secretary.

Senator Hanna will start tomorrow night 
for New York to dispose of unfinished cam- 
paign business.

Lorimer a New Factor. 

With the defeat of Congressman Lorimer tn 
Cook County a new factor enters into the 
fight, according to the Second District man’s 
followers.

Gratified at American Baccsss * Paris 
Exposttion— Nations of Old World 
_ Greatly Interested in United States 


Cyrus H. McCormick and his family re- 
turned to Chicago yesterday from an extend- 
ed tour in Europe. They visited Russia and 
southern Europe and spent several weeks 
in Paris. They were absent five months. 
Mr. McCormick had much to say in regard 
to the prominent part that the United States 
took in the exposition. 
“ America’ came off with flying colors in the

CONTRACT FOR SHIP 
THAT DEPENDED ON 
ELECTION IS CLOSED. 


South Chicago Company ts Build for 
Captain C. W. Elphicke Big Freight- 
er—Terms Previously Agreed Upon, 

but Deal Was Contingent on Result. 


The first of a number of contracts for new 
ships, which have been held up pending the 
result of the election, was closed yesterday 
by President W. L. Brown of the American 
Shipbuilding company. It was for the con- 
struction of a steel steamer 430 feet keel, 50 
feet beam, and 28% feet depth of hold for 
Captain C. W. Elphicke of Chicago and his 
associates. 

The new boat will be bullt at South Chi- 
cago, and is to be ready for sea next June. 
It will belong to the 7,000-ton class of ships, 
and will be equipped with quadruple expan- 
‘sion engines and all modern additions of a 
first-rate ship. It will be a duplicate of the 
steamer ordered by Captain Elphicke some 
weeks ago. 

With this contract, as with others, the 
terms were all agreed upon, and the ship- 
building company secured options on the 
steel which is to go into the construction. 
Then everybody waited for the news of the 
election. If McKinley was elected the con- 
tracts were to be signed. If he were de- 
feated, the deals were to be declared off. 
The first of the steamers just completed 
by the American Shipbuilding company es- 
pecially for service on the Atlantic left 
, Lorain, O., yesterday for the coast. The 
next steamer will follow in a week. The four 
boats built for this service will get away be- 
fore the St. Lawrence canals freeze up. 

It is said that at present prices the lake 
shipyards can build fully as cheaply as Eng- 
lish yards. If it were not for the handicap 
of the canals which limit the site of ships 
that can be sent to the coast the lake yards 
could now hold their own in direct competi- 
tion with the Clyde in the construction of al 
classes of freight steamers.

GOVERNOR YATES AND His VOTE. 

Judge Yates’ vote falls short of that of 
President McKinley. He is not the only 
Gubernatorial candidate who has failed to 
keep up with the head of the ticket. That 
which has happened in Illinois has hap- 
pened in New York and Michigan also 
and probably in many other States. The 
greater vote for Democratic State tickets 
is explainable to some extent by the fact 
that many gold Democrats voted for Re- 
publican Presidential Electors and stopped 
there. 

While this explains the discrepancy be- 
tween Presidential and Gubernatorial votes 
in a number of States, it does not do so 
wholly in Illinois. Judge Yates suffered 
not merely from the scratching of the gold 
Democrats but from other causes. | 

One of them was an attempt to create 
prejudice against him on the score of pro- 
hibitionism, he being in practice a teeto- 
taler, though never an advocate of polit- 
ical prohibition. 

An effort was made to persuade the voters 
that he was dominated by the State and 
county machine,“ which is not true and 
Tus Tripune believes never will be true. 

It was claimed also that he would not 
respond to the demands of the pseudo-re- 
formers in Cook County—those self-appoint- 
ed guardians of the political morals of the 
State of Illinois and of the nation who exalt 
themselves in order that others may be 
abased, . 

The mock “reformers” have injured 
their cause more by their unnecessary war- 
fare upon Judge Yates, against whom not 
one thing could honestly be alleged, than 
by anything they have done of late years. 
Judge Yates is a man of irreproachable 
perso#al and public character. He had met 
every réasonable demand made on him. 
His ability and fitness for the office are 
unquestionable. He had offered the most 
positive assurances that he would, to the 
extent of his ability, give the State an 
efficient administration. But he was 
“scratched to some extent in pure wan- 
tonness by men who wished to show their 
power rather than to bring about pure gov- 
erument. | 

They aimed at Judge Yates’ defeat to 
gratify. personal pride and self -conceit. 
They did that disregarding the implied 
pledges that if he could give satisfactory 
assurances regarding some specified public 
questions he would have the support at 
least of the members of his own party who 
made these demands. It does not appear 
that he had it. It was to be expected, as has 
happened to every Governor for the last 
twenty years—Oglesby, Fifer, and Tanner 
that he would run behind the Presidential 
eandidate. That he should suffer from the 
odium attaching to the Tanner administra- 
tion is not to be wondered at. J 
But he should have been spared the 
treachery of pretended friends—members of 
his own party—who had hot prior to last 
Tuesday and have not now one decent rea- 
von to advance for refusing to support him. 


THAT RENEGADE PETTIGREW. 

On March 4 next Mr. Pettigrew of South 
Dakota will leave the Senate forever. 
None will regret his departure. All Re- 
publicans will rejoice over it and be “ ex- 
ceeding glad.“ In 1895 a Republican 
Legislature re@lected the perfidious one 
Senator. The following year he deserted 
his party on the silver question. He did 
so not because he believed in free coinage 
but because he believed that would be the 
winning side. Like many a rehegade be- 
foré him he made a mistake in his calcula- 
tions. | 
Like other renegades he became a more 
virulent and hateful opponent of the party 
he had left than the men who had always 
been fighting it. He espoused the cause 
ot anti-expansion and Aguinaldo with spe- 
celal energy and vindictiveness because it 
was 80 anti-Republican. He déclared that 
he was “ashamed of his country.” He 
has beén for over four years more vicious 
and politically “mean” than any of the 
men who left the party When he did or who 
have left it since. OR. 

After the close of the coming short ses- 
sion Pettigrew will cease to froth and foam 
and spew out his venom in the United 
States Senate. No Republican nor any 
Democratic member of that body will feel 
any personal sorrow over his departure. 
It will mean to them the loss of an anti- 
Republican vote, but it will rid them of 
the presence of a man they despise per- 
sonally, politically, and in every other way. 

South Dakota has been redeemed. That 
State will take a place where it belongs 
among the agricultural communities which 
are on the right side on the currency ques- 
tion and all questions of foreign policy, 
and which cannot be turned from the right 
path by false issues. Furthermore, South 
Dakota will have hereafter a Republican 
Senator to represent it instead of a furious 
apostate—neither flesh, fowl, nor good red 
herring. 


THE GERRYMANDERED APPORTIONMENT 

Cook County gives McKinley a plurality 
of 20,000 and Lake County one of 3,000, 
These two counties elect seven Congress- 
men. Of the seven the Republicans have 
elected two by large majorities and one 
by a trifling majority, while their op- 
ponents have elected four, being at least one 
more than they are fairly entitled to. 

This result shows the injustice of the 
gerrymandered apportionment of 1893. Its 
*wrongfulness was obscured in 1894, 1896, 
and 1898, owing to the abnormally large 
vote cast for Republican candidates in 
those years, and especially in the first two. 
This year, when conditions in the City of 
Ghicago are more normal than they have 
been for some time, it is easy to see how 
the Republican wards and towns have been 
lumped together to make two overwhelming- 
ly Republican districts thus make it 
possible for the Democrats to carry the 
remhinder, even when they are in a minority 
in the county. 
It will be the duty of the General As- 
sembly, which will meet next January, to 
rectify the wrong committed during the 
reign of Altgeld by making a fair Congres- 
sional as well as legislative apportion- 
ment. Whether it will do so depends on 
the political complexion of the Lower 
House, which is. not yet positively deter- 
mined. If controlled by the Democrats 
they will be inclinéd to defeat any appor- 
tionment measure, even though it be a really 
fair one, which is utged by the Repub- 
licans, because it will mean the loss of an 
unfair advantage which is enjoyed now.

THE DEFEAT OF LORIMER. 

Tun Tripune grieves over the defeat of 
“Congressman Lorimer, but it does 80 
decorously and mildly and not as one that 
retuseth to be comforted. Its sorrow is 
neither so loud nor so deep as that of 
Rachael weeping over her children. Mr. 
Lorimer is a more experienced and abler 
man than the Democrat who is to suc 
ceed him—but there will be many able 
and experienced Republicans in the next 
House. His defeat is the loss of a Re- 
publican vote—but the Republican majority 
will be large enough without his vote. It 
is not well that the Republicans shouid 
be too strong in the House. Excessive 
strength is a source of danger sometimes. 

From the defeat of Lorimer the con- 
soling reflection may be extracted that it 
may be followed by a disruption of the Cook 
‘County machine and a reorganization 
of the working Republican forces in this 
county. The Democracy is to de reor- 
ganized in the nation as a consequence of 
the downfall of Bryan. New and more 
acceptable men are to come to the front. 
Perhaps the Republicans of Cook County 
will be as fortunate as the Democrats are 
to be. They feel the need of new leaders 
and new political methods. They ally 
need harmony and with the present vindie- 
tive and rough-shod methods they cannot 
have it. 


* CITIES -AS STORM CENTERS. 

In all the large centers of population Mr. 
Bryan made urgent and incessant appeals 
to the discontented, and endeavored to ex- 
cite class hatred for his own political bene- 
fit. He was successful in this in a measure, 
especially in Chicago, New Tork, and Bos- 
ton. There he made heavy gains. In this 
city, for instance, he got 80,000 votes more 
than he did in 1896. His inflammatory. 
policy stood him in better stead here, per- 
haps, because there have been long con- 
tinued strikes, which have added to the 
number of the dissatisfied voters who favor 
“ change for the sake of change.” 

From the nature of the case there are 
in this, as in every other American or for- 
eign city-in New York or Berlin, London 
or Paris—large numbers of people who are 
discontented. They ate not prosperous in 
their circumstances, while all around them 
they see others who are. While the men 
who are unprosperous often are responsible 
for their unfortunate condition, they will 
not admit it, but prefer to believe that luck 
is against them or that they have not been 
treated fairly by those who are better off 
than themselves. They are always in favor 
of a change—of a new deal in government 
hoping that their circumstances may be im- 
proved thereby. | | 

It is useless to appeal to such people to 
“let well enough alone.” Their answer is 
that there is no well enough for them at 
that time. They will admit that prosperity 
is dwelling with others, but will deny that 
it has visited them. If they are unable to 
deny that they are a little better off than 
they were four years. before they will argue 
that they ought to be much better off, and 
that a change will bring to them the bet- 
terment they are entitled to. If they ad- 
mit that they have steady work and get 
living wages, they will complain that they 
have to live from hand to mouth and are 
unable to save anything. | 

These answers and 4 nts are too 
often prompted by a spirit of bi envy 
of those who are more fortunate or deserv- 
ing than themselves. The men who have 
savings bank deposits, paid-up Hfe insur- 
ance policies, or little homes of their own, 
the product of their unwearied labor and 
their frugality, are not admired and their 
example imitated by fellow-wotkmen in 
whose hearts envy and discontent have an 
abiding place. The latter covet the pros 
perity of others, but will not work for it. 
They are always ready to listen to the dema- 
gogue, whether he be German, Englishman, 
Frenchman, ot Nebraskan, who says they 
shall have plenty if they will follow him. 

Mr. Bryan appealed te and fostered this 
spirit of envy aud hatred. He told the un- 
prosperous that they were so because they 
had been unjustly treated. To him all who 
were prosperous were undeserving and all 
who were earning little were injured and 
deserving. He had frowns for the con- 
tented of the community and smiles for the 
discontented. Thus he gained many votes 
in New York, Boston, and Chicago. It may 
be said that Croker helped him greatly in 
the first-named city, but there is no Croker 
in Chicago, and yet his vote is 26 per cent 
greater than in 1896. | 

But the votes which Mr. Bryan got by 
his inflammatory appeals to the less fortu- 
nate, who are discontented with existing 
conditions, and who say they will not “ let 
ill enough alone,” were paid for at a high 
price. He forfeited the respect of the con- 
tented members of the community, who 
are in the majority. He lost votes every- 
where outside these cities—on the farms and 
in the villages and among thoughtful men 


‘| in the eities—by the sinister arguments ‘he 


used. He lost more votes than he made, 
for the people of the United States have not 
become so degenerate that an appeal to the 
baset passions of mankind, such as envy, 
batred, and all uncharitableness, can help 
a candidate as much as it hurts him. 


| President McKinley falled 

Mr. Boutell’s to carry the Sixth Congres- 
/ Re-eleetion sional District, but Mr. 
te Congress. Henry 8. Boutell was able 
to carry it and will again be 

its Representative in Congress. This triumph 
is due partly to Mr. Boutell’s merits as a cam- 
paigner. It is doubtful whether any Repre- 
sentative with a large city constituency ever 
before made so thorough a canvass as did 
Mr. Boutell. No other man ever came into 
personal contact with so many of his con- 
stituents and by his bearing and his manner 
made so favorable an impression upon them. 
It is not entirely to this admirable canvass, 
however, that his success is due. His re- 
election is to be ascribed chiefly to his merits 
—to his personal ability and to the usefulness 
which he has displayed as a Congressman. 
He is one et the Illinois members of the 
House whom his State and Wis party could ill 
afford to lose. Mr. Boutell is one of those 
indomitable fighters who refuse to give up 
and who will not “stay dead even when 
their opponents think they have killed them 
off. He had a hard fight when he was first 
chosen at & special election in 1897 by less 
than 900 majority. He had a desperate strug- 
gle in the campaign of two years ago, and an 
even more bitter one this year. He has again 
emerged successfully, adding to his other 
laurels that of having gone ahead of the 
Presidential candidate. While Mr. McKinley 
is 800 votes behind, Mr. Boutell is 600 ahead. 
There will be no member in the next House 
of Representatives who will have gained

POLLY. OF DEMOCRATIC FORECASTING. 
Tho uncértaifity of Democrutie forecast- 
ing never was more clearly demonstrated 
than in the recent election. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the forecasters, men of political 
experience who have been actively manag- 
ing a campaign, do not make their oracular 
and cocksure -predictions merely for the, 
purpose of stimulating ‘and encouraging 
voters, bat that they have more or less of 
faith in their forecastings, and that these 
represent their best judgment, based upon 
canvasses, meetings, processions, and re- 
ports from State and county committees. | 

The result in New York and Illinois ts 
significant in its demonstration of the folly 
of forecasting. Mr. Croker is a pfofes- 
sional politician, following politics largely 
for a living. He should know about what 
the State of New York would do and he 
should know almost exactly what the City 
of New York would do, and yet he fore- 
casted that the State would give Bryan 
from 30,000 to 50,000, whereas it gives 
MeKinley about 150,000, and that the city 
would give Bryan 80,000, whereas it fell 
short of that by about 45,000. Mr. Mc- 
Guire, chairman of the Democratic State 
committee, was even farther Away from the 
truth than Croker, for he placed Bryan's 
plurality in the State at 75,000. The Re- 
publican managers were more accurate 
forecasters. Mr. Odell gave McKinley 100,- 
000 plurality in the State and claimed that 
the State ticket would be well up to the 
national ticket. Senator Platt proved him- 
self the most sagacious prophet of them 
all when ‘he placed McKinley's plurality at 

In Illinois the Republicans proved to be 
the most reliable forecasters. Mr. Rowe, 
the chairman of the Republican State com- 
mittee, claimed 108,000 for McKinley, 
which is not far out of the way, while Mr. 
Watson, chairman of the Democratic State 
committee, assured the public that Illinois 
was safe for Bryan by 60,000. Mr. Yates 
was an accurate guesser when he gave Me- 
Kinley 100,000. Mr. Burke is supposed to 
know Cook County from “ lid to lid,” and 
announced with confidence that it would 
give Bryan 20,000. If he had said McKin- 
ley instead of Bryan he would have been 
a prophet with honor. Mr. Jamieson is also 
supposed to know Cook County, and yet 
in his forecast he was 80,000 or more out of 
the way. | 

The chairman of the Democratic National 
committee, as he reads his forecast in the 
cold light of the returns, must be convinced 
either that there was an unknown quan- 
tity in the problem or that he made the 
most astounding error ever committed by 
a forecaster. On the eve of the election he 


„the Democrats will hold all the States 
they carried in 1806, with the possible ex- 
ception of Wyoming.” This they failed to 
do. With a triumphant flourish he adds: 
“We will also carry New York, New Jer- 
sey, Delaware, Maryland, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Ohio, and Illinois.” 
They did not carry one of these States. If 
Kentucky is declared for Bryan it will be 
by the grossest cheating. Finally, he winds 
up with this extraordinary peroration: 
“The States that will vote for Bryan will 
show that the people have confidence in 
him from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from the northernmost to the southernmost 
boundaries of the republic.” Mr. Payne 
pt the Republican National committee, 
on the other hand, has the gift of 
genuine prophecy. He eaid in a dispatch 
to the editor of Tum Ontcaco Trisune: 

President McKinley will be re#lected by a larger 
électoral vote than he had in 1896. He will carry 
every State he carried. four years ago, and, in ad- 
dition, will have twenty-two electoral votes which 
were cast for Bryan in 1896. McKinley is likely 
to make lafger gains, but be is sure of having 
the twenty-two votes in the States of Kansas, 
South Dakota, Washington, Wyoming, and the one 
vote in California Bryan got in 1996.

COLONEL STRONG’S DOLLAR. 1 

One of Colonel Strong’s ons of 
which he was extravagantly proud was an 
„1804 dollar.“ He wore it in his pocket for 
many years and valued it at $5,000. Its mar- 
ket price is considerably less, though it is

said there are only three such dollars in ex- 


istence. A few years ago I could trace seven. 
One is in the mint cabinet at Philadelphia, 
the second belonged to M. A. Stickney, the 
third to W. 8. Appleton, the fourth to L. 
G. Parmelee, the fifth to W. B. Wetmore, 
the sixth to Colonel W. L. Strong, and the 
seventh to a Mr. Scott of Philadelphia. 
Colonel Strong’s was formerly in the cabinet 
of Robert C. Davies, I am informed, and was 
sold for $1,200. Our grand old Mayor used 
to ring it upon the table at Richter’s café, 
where he went daily to eat his portion of 
crackers and milk when the gout did not 
have a grip on him. 

One of the mysteries is the disappearance 
of the dollar of 1804 and their fictitious value 
today. There were issued from the mint no 
less than 19.570 of them. Some say that al- 
most the entire mintage was lost at sea by 
the sinking of a vessel that was conveying 
it to China. Others maintain that the mint- 


age of 1806 included this min , OF a part 
of it; the records show that only 821 sliver : 
dollars were coined in 1806. At any rate, 


the “1804 dollar is commonly known 
among numismatists as the king of rare 
American coins. Another mystery is that 
this coin has not been counterfeited, as were 
valuable ancient coins from the fifteenth 


century down.—New York Press. 7

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. T.— Walter H. San- 
born, United States Circuit Judge, made an 
order today approving the final report of the 
suceessory receivers of the Union 
railway and finally discharging them.

Where damage was 
caused solely by explosion (and this applies to 
plate glass losses) the fire insurance companies 
are not considered lable. The committee of in- 
surance companies will continue until the result 
of the city authorities’ examination into the 
causes of the disaster is made known, when a fur- 
ther general meeting will be called. Meantime 
pressing loss claims, where the element of conse- 
quential damage does not enter, ä 
companies.
